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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains more than 1 50 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 18,40, and 45 are objected to because of the following informalities: AR 
surface should be spelled out as an antireflection surface. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 16,18,19,33,34,36-41,43,45-46,48-49 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Michaloski et al (US 6,191 ,887). 

Regarding claims 16, 36-37,43 Michaloski discloses a system for reducing speckle in a 
single laser pulse comprising: 

A plurality of beam splitters (for example 30); 

A plurality of optical delays (for example 20); 
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Wherein the beam splitter and optical delay elements are oriented to provide said 
plurality of pulses at a predetermined relative times (see col. 4,lnes 13-30). 
Regarding claims 18-19, and 40-41 ,45-46 see figure 1-for example 17,50 and 40. 
Regarding claims 33-34 and 37-39,48-49 see figure 1. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed In the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined In section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

6. Claims 16-19,21,33,34,36-41,43-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Tsai et al (US 2004/0095573) 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed In 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 . 
Regarding claims 16, 36-37,43 Tsai discloses a system for reducing speckle in a single 
laser pulse comprising: 
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A plurality of beam splitters (for example 202,204): 

A plurality of optical delays (for example 203,205); 
Wherein the beam splitter and optical delay elements are oriented to provide said 
plurality of pulses at a predetermined relative times (see section 92 and figure 2) 
Regarding claim 17, see section 105 and 1 1 of Tsai and figure 2, 
Regarding claims 1 8-19, see figure 5 and section 99. 
Regarding claim 21 , see section 1 05,1 1 1 . 
Regarding claim 33-34, see figure 2. 
Regarding claim 36, see Examiners notes in claim 16. 
Regarding claim 37-41 -see figure 2 and sections 99,105,1 11. 
Regarding claims 43-49, see Examiners notes in claim 16-19,2133-34.
